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Real ID deadline is coming 


What you need to know if you plan to fly after Oct. 10

Minnesota driver’s licenses — 
as they currently are today — 
won’t work for boarding planes 
starting Oct. 10. 

But there are options — some 
you might want to take right 
now, or at least consider, 


according to federal and state 
officials, who updated their 
information on the process this 
past week. 

People renewing their driver’s 
licenses between now and Octo- 
ber should take notice. 

This can seem confusing, so 
read carefully. Hopefully, this 
will help. 


WHAT’S CHANGING? 


A federal law passed in 2005 — 
the REAL ID Act — forces states 
to change the way driver’s licens- 
es are done (more security) in 
order to board domestic airline 
flights. Minnesota’s current dead- 
line for compliance is Oct. 10, 2018. 
It’s possible that deadline could be 


extended, but for now, it’s an 
important date. 

Before Oct. 10, nothing changes. 
But you still might want to act 
now. We'll get to that in a sec. 


WHAT HAPPENS OCT. 10? 
For driving, nothing. Your Min- 
nesota license will be fine for driv- 


ing anywhere, until it expires.

Washington holds 
back on gun debate 


Trump mum on 
specifics; lawmakers 
defer to president

WASHINGTON — President 
Donald Trump stopped short 
Monday of a full-throated 
endorsement of any legislative 
proposals to tighten gun restric- 
tions while lawmakers insisted 
that the fate of any changes lay in 
the president’s hands. 

While Senate leaders explored 
the possibility of passing a modest 
improvement to the national 
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background-check system for fire- 
arm buyers, House action was 
uncertain, and Trump again 
turned attention away from guns 
and toward the various security 
breakdowns that preceded the 
Feb. 14 rampage inside Marjory 
Stoneman Douglas High School in 
Parkland, Florida, that left 17 
dead. 

Hosting dozens of governors at 
the White House on Monday, 
Trump reserved his harshest crit- 
icism for a local sheriff's deputy 
who remained outside the school 
while Nikolas Cruz, the alleged 
shooter, targeted his former class- 
mates and faculty members.

Police see uptick in 
thefts, homicides

When Jamie Darr woke up one 
morning last May, he discov- 
ered someone drove a vehicle into 
his St. Paul garage door sometime 
during the evening to gain entry. 

Nothing was stolen, but the dam- 
age from the burglary proved costly. 
And he ended up installing a securi- 
ty system. 

Darr, who moved into his Payne- 
Phalen area home five years ago, 
said it seemed like crime was get- 
ting better in his neighborhood, but 
now it seems like it’s worsening. 

“We hear the gunshots and we 
hear the sirens and we hear it all,” 
he said. 

On Monday, St. Paul police 
released preliminary statistics that 
show crime rose 10 percent com- 
pared with the year before — mostly 
driven by an increase in thefts. 

The statistics cover eight catego- 
ries tracked by the FBI. They do not

Justices defer 


DACA ruling 


Move likely leaves 
‘Dreamer program 
intact past March 5

The Supreme Court on Monday 
declined to enter the national con- 
troversy over Deferred Action for 
Childhood Arrivals program 
(DACA), turning down the Trump 
administration’s request to immedi- 
ately review lower court decisions 
that keep in place the program that 
protects from deportation undocu- 
mented immigrants brought here as 
children. 

President Donald Trump 
announced in September that he 
would let the program expire in 
March, unless Congress acted. 
Efforts on Capitol Hill to revive 
DACA as part of a broader deal on 
immigration policy have failed. 

Federal district judges in Califor- 
nia and New York have issued 
nationwide injunctions against end- 
ing the program, siding with states 
and organizations challenging the 
administration’s rescission. The 
court orders effectively block the 
Trump administration from ending 
the program on March 5, as 
planned. 

No appellate court has reviewed 
those decisions, and it would have 
been rare for the Supreme Court to 
take up a case without that interim 
step. In the past, the court has 
granted such cases only in matters 
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
